BY STEFANSSON 


Large Crowd Fills McDougall 
Auditorium Monday Evening 
to Hear Lecture 


VALUABLE COUNTRY 


Explorer Relates His Experiences 
in the Arctic Country in 
Striking Manner 


A story which held a tight grip of 
intense interest, was that whieh was | 
told by Vilkjalmur Stefanason to 12 
capacity audience in the McDougall 
auditorium on Monday night, when 
the facts pertaining to the past and 
present accommodations and the fu- 
ture possibilities of the vast north 
country were revealed in a detailed 
and explanatory way, by the famous 
explorer. 

At the outset of his lecture, Mr. 
Stefansson explained very clearly, just 
what the north country was, the life 
of the natives, and alvyo how 4a living 
could be made. He went on to tell 
of the peculiarities, and the many 
things that he had experienced and 
Jearned during his ten year’s stay in 
the north. In one instance he remark- 
ed that he had undergone no suffer- 
Ings from the cold weather, and, as 
a matter of fact, that in speaking from 
this point, he had really lived more | 
comfortably than he finds it through- 
out these so-called central areas of 
God’s country. In another instance, 
the speaker claimed that no benefit 
could be derived by rubbing snow on 
a frost bite, stating that it was far 
better to leave such a thing to take 
its own course. 

A Splendid Country. 

Mr. Stefansson emphasized the fact | 
that the north is truly a splendid coun- 
try if a person has the knowledge of 
how to treat it right. He mentioned 
that there is plenty of food, and prac- 
tically no mystery among the Indian's 
methods. To cut a long story short, |

AWAY IN DESK 


President Wilson Tells Senate 
They Must Modify Reserva- 
tions Already Adopted - 


DECISION WEDNESDAY 


Under Closure Rule Leaders Say 
Must Come Thursday or — 
Friday at Latest 


WASHINGTON, Noy, 17.—On the 
eve of & final vote on the peace troaty 
President Wilson pave the senate to 
understand that unless it modified the 
reservations already adinpted he would 
take the treaty back to the White 
house and lock it up in his deek. 

The first effect of the warning waa 
to stiffen the lines on both sides of 
the senate fight Then compromise 
Proposals of many kinds were thrown 
out by the demberate In o-final effort 


to break into the mafority program. 
They found the treaty's republican 
friends, all of whom have voted for 


the reservations, disposed to listen but 
to promise nothing, and tonight the 
life of the treaty seemed to hang on 
a slender thread 

A decision one way or another ts 
planned for Wednesday and under the 
closure rule the leaders say it cannot 
be delayed beyond Thursday or Friday. 

Tomorrow the senate will remain in 
session until it has cleared away all 
the proposed reservations, leavihg no- 
thing to do but act upon the reserva- 
tion resolution Itself, 

Four reservations, (wo of them pro- 
posed by the foreign relations commit- 
tee, were voted down today and none 
were adopted, 

It was the preamble to the reserva- 
tion group, requiring that the senate 
qualificat‘ong be accepted by three of 
the -other great powers, which the 
president found particularly displeas- 
ing and against which the demoerate 
are expected to direct most of their 
fight for a compromise
